Charley Y ee, the soie surv iv or of 
the Chinese colony which at one time 
occup ied the “two by four” room in 
First street, will p ay no attnetion to 
the official edict of Suen Hung, em­ 
p eror of China who has ordered that 
ail queues shall be cut off, mutilated 
or to hi from the head of ev ery Chin­ 
aman, be he at home or in foreign 
land, by February , fourteenth, which 
is a notable feast day in the heathen 
emp ire. 
Charley Yee say s that he 
will p ay no more 
attention to the 
Chinese emp eror than if he were not 
alive, ev en if he threatened with hav ­ 
ing his head remov ed from his body . 
In the first p lace, 
Charley 
has 
many reasons for p ay ing no atten­ 
tion to the most ex alted ruler of the 
Chinese emp ire. 
First and foremost, 
he is not a subject of Suen Hung. He 
was born in 
California 
under 
the 
stars and 
strip es 
and 
intends 
to 
sp end the remainder of his life here. 
Secondly he nev er w-ore a p ig tail in 
his life. He was brought up to learn 
the American’s way s and he is good 
in the 
art of p lay ing the American 
boy . 
Charley Yee’s father is a Chinese 
medicine man. 
He has headquarters 
in Pittsburg, hut sp ends much of his 
time here with his son who op erates 
the 
laundry 
all 
alone. 
Charley ’s 
father wears a queue and Charley is 
disp osed to believe that his aged and 
much resp ected p arents will be de­ 
cidedly against the order of the em­ 
p eror. 
He 
say s 
that 
he 
doubts 
whether or not his father will p art 
with his emblem of the ancient cus­ 
tom. 
The matter of 
remov ing 
queues 
has been agitated for some time hv 
leading Chinese, among 
them 
Wu- 
Ting-Fang, former 
minister to the 
United States. 
After wearing a queue for two 
centimes -and a half, John Chinaman 
may fee'l rather odd in discarding his 
relic of a barbarous age, when it was 
either wear a long braid of hair or 
“get v our head chop p ed off.” 
Frank Moy , may or of Chinatown 
in Chicago, ap p rov es v ery heartily of 
the edict, hav ing had his queue re­ 
moved sqme time ago. 
The queue fashion of wearing the 
hair was introduced by the Mantchoo 
dy nasty about 250 y ears ago. 
The 
Mantchoorians, 
or 
Mongolians, as 
they are called had more hair than 
they knew what to do with. In some 
way they seized the reins of gov ern­ 
ment and the first thing they did was 
to issue an imp erial order that ev ery 
Chinaman must wear a queue. 
Be­ 
fore that the Chinese wore their hair 
like the Jap anese and Cowans. 
If a 
Chinaman refused to wear a queue 
his head was chop p ed off. 
He w is 
comp elled to adop t the Mantehoorian 
sty le of wearing the hair. 
It is the common 
belief 
among 
Americans that the reason 
h Ghina- 
man doesn’t cut off his queue is that 
he thinks he cannot enter heav en 
without it. 
That’s 
only 
a 
story . 
Chinamen the world ov er, will wel­ 
come the decree 
to

their 
queues. In Chicago there is a Chinese 
p op ulation of about 2000, of which 
one-fourth 
hav e 
no 
queues.

At least that 
is his assertion, made to a man in 
Rush ville one day recently . 
He said 
that he had sold his newsp ap er p lant 
to another man who 
would 
take 
charge at once. 
It was imp ossible 
to locate Mr. Kaler today to learn 
the story of the sale from his own 
lip s, as he was not at Andersonv ille 
and it is not ex p ected that ¡he will re­ 
turn before the 
latter 
p art of the 
wreek. 
Persons at his home said that 
they knew nothing of the sale. 
The Rev. Mr. Kaler has accep ted 
two charges and will sp end his time 
henceforth to sp reading the gosp el 
from the p ulp it. 
He has accep ted a 
call in Sihelb}^ county 
and one in 
Henry county and will div ide his 
time equally between the tw’o p laces. 
He p reached his first sermon at the 
Christian church in Flat Rock, Shel­ 
by county , Sunday and made a deep 
imp ression on the 
audience. 
The 
name of the town in Henry county in 
which he will p reach is not known. 
He will live in Henry county . 
For nineteen y ears the editor of 
the Herald has been a novel figure in 
the newsp ap er world. 
He has been 
p ublishing a p ap er that was newsy 
in the ex treme for the territory which 
he had to cov er and which told the 
actions of each and ev ery p erson’s 
neighbor in the little community . He 
had the right idea, the went into the 
home, went to the bottom and laid 
the facts bare as they were. He nev er 
faltered in v oicing his 
sentiments 
through the editorial 
columns, al­ 
way s help ing the cause for which he 
stood, Christianity , to the best of his 
ability . 


The editor of the Herald has been 
in the newsp ap er business p rimarily 
to p romote the gosp el. 
He once said

posed by some Republicans onjjelief 
or fear th at its purpose was partisan 
and that it would be so utilized. Con­

the bill. How has Governor Marshall 
treated these promises of fair and 
nonpartisan execution of 
the 
law? 
He has permitted their gross betray­ 
al, has compr mised the good faith 
of the honest men who urged this bill, 
and has covered with obloquy and 
disfavor one of the most enlightened 
and beneficient reforms 
an 
Indiana 
Legislature ever enacted.

The election of a U nited S tates sen­ 
ator Is a procedure established by law. 
A t 11 o’clock today the senate con­ 
vened. 
A m essage was sent to the 
house asking th a t m em bers of th at 
body repair to the senate cham ber and 
w itness the cerem ony. 
On m em bers 
of both houses assem bling, the lieuten­ 
ant governor announced the special 
order of business before the body was 
the election of a U nited S tates sena­ 
tor. 
Mr. K ern was then nom inated, 
B ernard B. Shively, senator from M ari­ 
on, m aking the first speech. 
Senators 
Levi P. H arlan, Indianapolis; H arry E. 
Grube, Plym outh; W. B. Carleton, Ev­ 
ansville, and Robert E. P roctor of E lk­ 
h art. followed. 
T here also w ere other 
■peeches. 
The Minority ’s Nominee. 
For the m inority. Senator W ill R. 
Wood of L afayette nom inated Senator 
Beveridge. 
His speech was not long. 
The nom ination was seconded and 
speeches m ade by Senators 
Edgar 
D urre of Evansville and F rank M. 
Gavit of W hiting. 
The roll for votes was then called 
and the result announced. 
A djourn­ 
m ent followed.
